of guarding himself against suspicion. 
He next acknowledged that he had 
borrowed the key of "the Campo Santo 
gate, keeping the authority to whom 
it was intrusted in perfect ignorance 
of the purpose for which he wanted it.

strongest language his conviction that, 
whatever might be thought" of the 
means employed, the end he had pro- 
posed to himself was a most righteous 
one; and concluded by asserting his 
resolution to suffer with humility any 
penalties, however severe, which his 
ecclesiastical superiors might think fit 
to inflict on him.

'My ole mifMus an* ou« or two mo*

Jim Crow." 


These senseless wordsare from the first 


couplet of the old song "Jim Crow," 
and from iu production in Louisville 
in Ifi3o, dates American negro min- 
strelsy. In the year named, Henry L. 
Sehooleralt, an actor, wrote the lines, 
which were «ct to music, and the song 
was rendered by himself, forming part 
of his "business" in a drama then 
holding the boards. Onenight School- 
craft was missing. He had run away 
with a benutifnILouisviHebel!*1 whose 
rich and aristocratic parents had 
frowned on a young actor and repelled 
his advances. Schcolcraft's part was 
taken by Mr. Kicc, afterwards known 
the countrv over as ".Tim Crow" Kice, 
or "Daddy" Rbc. 
He was an artist 


in his way, and imitated the planta- 
tion "nigger" to perfection. 
There 


was something in his delineation of 
the character and in the jingle of Jim 
Ornw that took wjth the people, and 
he itt once made a great hit. For five 
or six years Kice traveled with a cir- 
cus, singing in every part of the Uni- 
ted States, leaving.a train of imitators 
wherever he went. 
Thus he became 


virtually the "daddy" of minstrelsy. 
Joseph Harper contended with him for 
the honor, but the popular verdict 
accorded the distinction to Rice, who 
held it to his death. 


DEVELOPMENT OF MINSTRELSY. 
Then came Joe Sweeney, the origi- 


nal banjo player. The bnnjo of '37 
was of decidedly primitive construc- 
tion. Jt was simply ti gourd with the 
iusides scooped out and strings stretch- 
ed across. It was c:iltcd a gourd or 
dug-out at that time, and was something 
of a novelty in the way of amusical in- 
strument. Between J 835and-.!844 n doz- 
en or more performers in the Jim Crow 
line occupied the attention of tbe pub- 
lic. . They traveled around giving en- 
tertainments separately, some of them 
making profitable hits, lu 1844 Joe 
Sweeny, DickPelham,BiIly Whitlock, 
Georue Howe, tbe left-handed violin- 
ist, and Barney Williams,subsequently 
celebrated as a comedian, gave ?i per- 
formance in Chatham Theater, New 
York City, on the occasion of a.benefit 
to Pelhain. This was the first time a 
union show bad been given, and the 
success that attended the venture sug- 
rested the idea of a band of minstrels. 
The men named accordingly joined 
fortune, and went abroad, playing with 
indifferent success in England. Pel- 
3am and his associates fell out, anij 
the band broke up and returned to 
America. 


In the,meantime the original "Sere- 


naclers" organized under the manage- 
ment of James Dumbleton. In this 
band were Gil Pelham, Arlington, 
White, Stanwood, Germon, and oth 
ers, many of whom subsequently made 
fortunes in the business. The Scre- 
naders went to England and pla^- d •" 
immense audiences. In 1845 K. i'. 
Christy's band was formed. The band 
was composed of only five persons, 
amely: E. P.' and George Christy, 


JI. Hooley, Thomas Horn and 


'Bill" (Win. "A.) Porter. Christy's 
band made n tour...of the western 
states. A successful foreign tour WHS i 
:hen made, and to this day nearly all 
the minstrel combinations abroad are 
called Christy minstrels. Up to this 
;ime there was no "first pnrt," pro- 
grammes consisting wholly of imita- 
tions of the plantation darky. Dnm- 
jleton originated the idea of devotiug 
i share of the show to the "dandy 
darky of the north;" and from tbi- 
;rew the first part that now forms one, 
jf the most interesting features of :s 
minstrel show. Minstrelsy had a grfat 
run up to the beginning of the w«r, 
and in that period the Virginia Har- 
monists, Sable Harmonists, Boston 
Harmoniums, Virginia 
Serenader?, 


Buckley's New Orleans band, Bry- 
ant's Minstrels, Hooley & Campbell'* 
band, and Hooley's Minstrels were 
imong leading burnt-cork combina- 
tions. 


PERSONAL RECOLLECTIONS. 


The sketch given above embraces in 


brief the main points of an outline 
history of the development of negro 
minstrelsy up to within a few years, 
given hurriedly by U. M. Hooley and 
Luke Schoolcraft in a conversation 
with a Journal reporter. 
Botb of the 


gentlemen have been indentified with 
the profession nearly all their lives, 
the first named being an original min- 
strel, and Mr. Schoolcraft, a son of 
theauthorof "Jim Crow," having spent 
;wenty years on the stage as a deline- 
tor of negro character. None are 
better qualified for the historical role 
than they. They are full of reminis* 
cences, and a volume could be written 
if amusing incidents that have come 
nder their notice. Mr. Hooley re- 


calls with interest the good old days 
of '45, when he traveled through this 
part of the country as a :'uig^er 
singer." Then the wardrobe of a mm- 
jtrel consisted of a checked shirt, a 
checked pair of pantaloons, and a wig. 
Each man carried his wardrobe in a 
bandana handkerchief, and his entire 
baggage was lugged about in a small 
leather bag. In tnose days a $50 house 
was immense. The salaries of the per- 
formers averaged $30 per month, and 
the daily expenses of a band seldom 
exceeded $25 a day. Thirty-four years 
igo Mr. Hooley took part in a perform- 
ance in this city, being one of a baud 
of five. To-day he is at the head of 
the largest combination on the road, 
flftv-six names being on his pay-roll. 
His" dftly expenses are $400. Though 
known in later years chiefly as a the 
itrical manager, Mr. Hooley has prob- 
ably made more money out of min- 
strelsy than any man living with per- 
haps one exception, having cleared 
over $300,000 with his troupe in Brook- 
lyn, between 1862 and 1869. Then he 
removed to Chicago and lost tbe big 
end of his fortune in the great fire. 
He is still "on the turf," however, and 
in the scope and genius of his opera- 
tions rivals Jaofc Haverly. He can 
be excused for indulging in a little 
sclf-gratulation. 


FORTUNES MADE AND LOST. 


Of all the minstrels whose names 


have gone into history, Billy Manning 


, ranks first. He was an artist, and his 
1 professional brethren accorded him the 
j honor of k-rfdership. Billy Manning 
1 was one of those who made great for- 
| tunes out of- minstrelsy, his earnings 
| having exceeded a quarter of a million 
I of (lulliirs. But he was unfortuuwte 


in his domestic relations', and went to 
all sorts of exccsro, dying a pauper 
three or four years ago. He burned 
his life out n'> quickly as he could— 
and who can blame him? His career 
may be HkeiTil to that of Lucille 
Western, the sad story of whose 
wrecked life fills a mournful page in 
the history of the American drama. 


Buckley made a large amount of 


money with his New Orleans Min- 
strels,* but he couldn't hold it. Dan 
Bryant, too, reaped a rich pecuniary 
reward for his work, having made 
over §300,000 in a feiv years. An ex- 
travagant family ami a careless, happy- 
go-lucky way of doing business ruined 
him and brought him to a poor man's 
grave. Alien, Arlington, Lew Bene- 
dict, Kelly &. Leon, Sam Purdy and a 
dozen other.-*, made and spent fortunes. 
But of all the performers, Billy Em- 
erson has, in all likelihood, made the 
most money, his earnings approxi- 
mating $500,000. Of this vast sum 
very little has stuck tn his fingeis. He 
has always been proilipil in his ex- 
penditures, and the bulk of his fortune 
h;ts been "blown in," to use a sporting 
phrase. ;is fast as it reaches his hands. 
Emerson is one of tlie most graceful 
men on the stage, ami, when he was at 
liis best, possessed a voice of rare 
sweetness. He now sings with great 
effort and his voice imsTost its fresh- 
ness and flexibility, but still hia name 
is an attraction jind he continues to 
coin money. Emerson may be classed 
as nearly as great an artist as Man- 
ning. There is something in the asso- 
ciation and name, that has always 
miide it next to impossible for u negro 
minstrel to save money. No very high 
rder of talent is required to make a 
ussnble minstrel, the gift of .uiimicrv 


being the chief qualification, and it EG 
hnppeiiF that tlio^p most successful in 
iheir calling have bad very little sta- 
bility nf character to start with. They 
Mve been easily led into extravagance 
and recklf-FSUfSs, and few of them 
have had the moral stamina tpsay no. 
They are courtaf by the-fair sex arid 
considered members of the "gang" by 
the "bays." Generally they, do be- 
long to the gang, and no mistake. Cool 
Burgess and Luke Schoolcraft are • 
about the only professional minstrels 
who have accumulated property and 
he!d it. 
Burgess is worth $85,0"00 or 


$40.000 in Toronto real estate, and 
Schoolcraft has a home in Cambridge, 


-'iris., together with other "property, 


rorth, nil told, $15,000 or $20,000. 


Minstrelsy, which has been languish- 


ing for several years, seems to have 
taken a fresh stsirt this season under 
the impetus given1 to it by Haverly 
aud Hooley, aud maybe it will be 
granted a new ;ind profitable lease of 
life. The country is full of minstrel 
talent, but very little of it can be 
classed as first-riite. Negro minstrelsy 
has become so in*:-:-''! with the vaude- 
ville of late thai iiofc one man in ten 


n blacks up his face and goes 


thiotigh "monkey shines" before the 
footlights, knows anything about dia- 
lect business, which Is after nil one of 
ihc principal charms of minstrelsy. 
Thus it is that good men. command 
ligh salaries, wages running from $25 
to §100 a week.

ice, to personate the deceased Count- 
ess at the ma.=querade. 
This woman

These senseless wordsare from the first 
couplet of the old song "Jim Crow," 
and fronii its production in Louisville 
in 1835, dates American negro min- 
strelsy. 
In the year named, Henry L. 


Schoolcraft, an actor, wrote the lines, 
which were .«et to music, and the song 
was rendered by himself, forming part 
of his "business" in a drama then 
holding the boards. One night School- 
craft was missing 
He had run away 
with a beautifulXouisviJle belle whose 
rich 
and 
aristocratic 
parents had 
frowned on a young actor and repelled 
his advances. 
Schoolcraft's part was 
taken by Mr. Rice, afterwards known 
the country over as "Jim Crow" Rice, 
or "Daddy" Rir^e. 
He was an artist 
in his way, and imitated the planta- 
tion "nigger" to perfection. 
There 
»TOs something in his delineation of 
the character and in the jingle of Jim 
Crow that took with the people, and 
he at once made a great hit. 
For five 
or six years Rice traveled with a cir- 
cus, singing in every part of the Uni- 
ted States, leaving a train of imitators 
wherever he went. 
Thus he became 
virtually the ' daddy" of minstrelsy. 
Joseph Harper contended with him for 
the honor, but the popular verdict 
accorded the distinction to Rice, who 
held it to his deaih. 


DEVELOPMENT OF MINSTRELSY. 
Then came Joe Sweeney, the origi- 
nal banjo player. 
The banjo of '37 
was of decidedly primitive construc- 
tion. 
It was simply a gourd with the 
insides scooj^d out and strings stretch- 
ed across. 
It was callcd a gourd or 
d ug out at that t i me, and was som t tiling 
of a novelty in the way of amusical in- 
strument. Between 1835and 1844 a doz- 
en or more performers in the Jim Crow 
line occupied the attention of tbe pub- 
lic. 
They traveled around giving en- 
tertainments separately, some of then] 
making profitable hits. 
In 1844 Joe 
Sweeny, Dick Pelham, Billy Whitlock, 
George Howe, the left-handed violin- 
ist, and Barney Williams, subsequently 
celebrated as a comedian, gave a TCr- 
formance in Chatham Theater, New 
York City, on the occasion of a benefit 
to Pelham. 
This was the first time a 
union show had been given, and the 
success that attended the venture sug- 
gested the idea of a band of minstrels. 
The men named accordingly joined 
fortune, and went abroad, playing with 
indifferent success in England. 
Pel- 
ham and his associates fell out, and 
the band broke up and returned to 
America. 


In the meantime the original "Ser«- 
naders" organized under the manage- 
ment of James Dumbleton. 
In this 
band were Gil Pelham, Arlington, 
White, Stanwood, Germon, and oth 
ers, many of whom subsequently made 
fortunes in the business. 
The Sere- 
naders went to England and plav d 
immense audiences. 
In 1843 11 
Christy's band was formed. The band 
was com^sed of only live persons, 
namely: E. P. and George Christy, 
R. M. Hoolev, Thomas Horn 
and 
"Bill" (Wm. A.) Porter. 
Christy's 
band made a tour of the western 
states. 
A successful foreign tour was 
then made, and to this day nearly all 
the minstrel combinations abroad are 
called Christy minstrels. 
Up to this 
time there was no "first part," pro- 
grammes consisting wholly of imita 
tions of the plantation darky. 
Dum- 
bleton originated the idea of devoting 
share of the show to the "dandv 
darky of the north;" and from thi^ 
grew'the first part tiiat now forms one 
of the most interesting features of 
minstrel show. Minstrelsy had a grf al 
run up to the beginning of the war, 
a n d in t h a t period the Virginia 
Har- 
monists, 
Sable 
Harmonists, 
Boston 
Harmoniums, 
Virginia 
Serenaden 
Buckley's 
N e w Orleans band, 
Bry- 
ant's Minstrels, Hooley & Campbell' 
band, and 
Hooley's Minstrels 
were 
among leading burnt-cork combina- 
tions. 


PERSONAL BECOLLECTION 
The sketoh given above embraces in 
mef the main points of an outline 
listoryof the develoi)ment of negro 
minstrelsy up to within a few years, 
jiven hurriedly by R. M. Hooley and 
juke Schoolcraft" in a conversation 
with a Jmrnal reporter. 
Both of the 
gentlemen have been indentified with 
the profession nearly all their lives, 
the first named being an original min- 
strel, and Mr. Schoolcraft, a son of 
theauthorof "Jim Crow," havingspent 
twenty years on the stage as a deline- 
ator of negro character. 
None are 
better qualified for the historical role 
than they. 
They are full of reminis» 
cences, and a volume could be written 
of amusing incidents that have come 
under their notice. 
Mr. Hooley re- 
calls with interest the good old days 
of '45, when he traveled through this 
part of the country as a ''nigger 
singer." Then the wardrobe of a min- 
strel consisted of a checked shirt, a 
checked pair of pantaloons, and a wig. 
Each man carried his wardrobe in a 
bandana handkerchief, and his entire 
baggage was l u ^ e d about in a small 
leather bag. In those days a $50 house 
was immense. 
The salaries of the per- 
formers averaged $30 per month, and 
the daily expenses of a band seldom 
exceeded $25 a day. Thirty-four years 
ago Mr. Hooley took part in a perform-

Ofe -all' the) tninetrelsr whose names 
wMl ] have gone into history, Billy Manning 
*>»« j rank» first; He was an artist, and his 
professioniri brethren accorded him the 
honor of Itiiidersbip. 
Billy Manning 
was one of those who made giéat for- 
tunes out of minstrelsy, his earnings 
having exceeded a quarter of a million 
Of dollars. 
But he was unfortunate 
in his domestic relations, and went to 
all sorts of excesses, dying a pauper 
three or four years s^o. H e burned 
his life out a^ quickly as he could— 
and who can blame him? 
His career 
may be liket'ed to that of Lucille 
Western, the sad 
story of 
whose 
wrecked life fills a mournful page in 
the history of the American drama. 


Buckley made a large amount of 
money with his New Orleans Min- 
strels, but he couldn't hold it. 
Dan 
Bryant, too, reaped a rich pecuniary 
reward for his work, having made 
over $300,000 in a few years. 
An ex- 
travagant family «nd a careless, happy- 
go-lucky way of doing business ruined 
him and brought him toa poor man's 
grave. 
Allen, Arlington, Lew Bene- 
dict, Kelly & Leon, éam Purdy and a 
dozen others, made and spent fortunes. 
But of all the performers, Billv Em- 
erson has, in all likelihood, made the 
most monev, his earnings approxi- 
mating $500,000. 
Of this vast sum 
very little has stuck t<» his fingeis. He 
has always boon prodigal in his ex- 
penditures, and the bulk of his fortune 
has been "blown in," to use a sporting 
phrase, a.s fast as it reaches his hands. 
Emerson is one of the most graceful 
men on the stage, and, when he was at 
his best, possessed a voice of 
rare 
sweetness. 
He now .sings with great 
effort and his voice lias Tost its fresh- 
nes.s .and fl(-xihi!ily, but still his name 
is an attraction and he continues to 
coin money. 
Emerson may be classed 
as nearly as great an artist as Man- 
ning. 
There is something in the asso- 
ciation and name that has always 
made it next to inipo.-^sible for a negro 
min«trel to save money. No very high 
order of talent is required to make a 
passable minstrel, the gift of mimicry 
being the chief <]ualification, a n d it so 
happen,« tii;it, tlioso most successful in 
their calling have had very little sta- 
bility of character to start with. They 
h ;v(' been easily led into extravagance 
and rccklfssiifss., and few of them 
have hud the moral stamina tp say no. 
They nre courtfd by the fair sex and 
considered members of the "gang" by 
the "hoys.'' 
Cíeneralh- they do be- 
long to the gang, and no mistake. Cool 
Burgess and 
Luke Schoolcraft are 
about the onl}' professional minstrels 
who have accumulated property and 
he!d it. 
Burgess is worth $35,000 or 
$40.000 in Toronto real estate, and 
Schoolcraft has a home in Cambridge, 
Mass., together with other *propertv, 
wortJ), all' told, $15,000 or $20,000. 


Minstrelsy, which has been langui.-ih- 
ing for several years, seems to have 
taken a fresh start this season under 
the impetus giveiT to it by Haverly 
and Hooley, and maybe it will be*' 
srranted a new and profitable lease of 
life. The country is full of minstrel 
talent, but very little of it can be 
classed as first-rnte. Negro minstrelsy 
has become so iü*.; 
:th the vaude- 
ville of late thai uol one man in ten 
"••'if) blacks up his face and goes 
tl.-mgh "monkey shines" before the 
footliehts, knows anything about dia- 
lect business, which Is after all one of 
the principal charms of minstrelsy. 
Thus it is that good men command 
high salaries, wages running from $25 
to SI 00 a week. 


ance in this city, being one of a band 
of five. To-day he is at the h « ^ of 
the largest combination on the road, 
fifty-six names being on his pay-roll. 
His dlilT expenses are $400. Though 
known in later years chiefly as a the 
atrical manager, Mr. Hooley has prob- 
ably made more money out of min- 
strelsy than any man living with pe^ 
hape one exception, having d e a r ^ 
over $800,000with his troupe in Brook- 
lyn, between 1862 and 1869. Then he 
removed to Chicago and lost the big 
end of his fortune in the great fire. 
He is still "on the turf," however, and 
in the scope and genius of his opera- 
tions riv^s Jack Haverly. 
He can 
be excused for indulging in a little 
aelf-gratulation.

She. was fully aware how 
obnoxious to him was that intimacy 
and what were his feelings toward' 
Senator Conkling. But, in spite of 
this, said Mr. Sprague, in spite of all 
the scandal and the violence of his' 
feelings, that she should invite Sena- 
tor Conkling to be a guest at hishouse;

.bushel or more of wood ashes, and 
mixed them in with a hoe and rake 
He planted in rows, ten inches apart 
and in hills one-half that distance 
pressing it hard with aboard on which 
he stood. When the onions came up, 
he gave them a supply of water that 
had been made tepid from standing in 
the sun, and that was well saturated 
with new manure. 
The result was 


twenty bushels of fine onions, and no 
bugs or worms. 
Onions should be 
planted early. 


The benefits of green manuring, 


with buckwheat and rye, for wheat, 
are well shown by a correspondent of 
the Ohio farmer. The field had been 
in corn for fourteen years and was 
completely exhausted. It was plowed, 
sown to buckwheat, which was plowed 
under when in flower, then.- sown to 
winter rye, which was plowed under 
the following spring, and the land 
planted to corn. The yield of corn 
wa» very good. Three years after a 
portion of the land was sown to buck- 
wheat the last of July, turned under 
September 20th, and sown to winter 
wheat, the crop the next season being 
thirty-three bushels per acre. On land 
adjoining, that had not received a 
dressing of buckwheat, the yi»]d of 
what was only fifteen bushels per acre.

Kate Chase was not a pretty girl. 
She bade fair to be a handsom woman, 
which she is. 
But twenty years ago 
she was tall, gangling, pale-faced, with 
fine expressive eyes and a serpentine 
movement, not unlike that of Mod-

'eska, though, of cpurse, less graceful, 
t is not true that she has always .bqen 
vicious.

Gonkling, although Mr. Conkling, out 
of a base, overweening love of him- 
self, would rather have it appear so 
than confess himself so great a fool as

lengths, 
and 
wrought such ruin, and got nothing 
more than a mouthful of kisses. 
I 
know that this view of the case is ex- 
posed to some ridicule. The licentious 
spirit of the time can see nothing but 
its own image behind the curtain that 
conceals the presence of a man and a 
woman. 
"When in doubt," says the 
spirit, "call it adultery." 
Yet noth- 
ing is commoner than the reverse, 
even when the proof seems clearest. 


In this particular business it is 
worth no one's while tq consider Gov. 
Sprague. 
He is, and has long been, a 
mere sot. 
All that his wife says of 
him is within the mark. 
It is per- 
haps true that if he had shot Mr. 
Conkling dead, no jury in New En- 
gland could have been found to con- 
vict him. 
But, as he did not, he sinks 
out of account as a poor creature, who 
ill-treated his wife and left her pretty 
much to her own devices. 


She is what she is—an ex-belle, a 
dethroned queen; still young, still

Alone in a capital which has never 
been over squeamish or very rigid 
in its social limitations, Mr. Conkling 
comes her way. 
Mr. Conkling, the 
friend of her father, the 
Jupiter 
Tonans of her party ; the most bril- 
liant, and. apparantly, the most dash- 
i ng among the ix)litical leaders of the 
day ; an artist in scenic efifects, a 
jrofessional, if not a professed, lady 
dller. 
She is only a woman, after 
all, with A woman's limited knowl- 
edge and narrow sphere of movement, 
and she thinks she sees in this proffer- 
ed intimacy a diversion from her 
domestic grief and a revival of at 
least a part of her former self. ^ Oue 
step leads to another; intimacy ripens 
into familiarity; familiarity into in- 
descretion ; indiscretion into reckless 
disregard of appearances and public 
opinion. 
All this may happen, often 
has happened, 
without 
the 
literal 
violation of the commandment which 
women are most taught toconsiderand 
respect. 
Not surely without a loss of 
delicacy; 
of real modesty; of that 
pure and priceless flower of the house- 
hold love and honor which, worn by 
the matron, elevates her into a divin- 
ity in the sight of her husband and 
her husband's friends, but yet without 
the vulgar and vulgarizing physical 
contact which is never long in show- 
ing itseîf at the window and the front 
floor, marking off the guilty woman 
from the rest in every look and line, 
action and utterance. 
Mrs. Sprague 
is cold and discerning; a woman of 
the world. 
She may have been infat- 
uated by Mr. Conkling's showy tal- 
ents. 
She may have been enraptured 
by Mr. Conklintr'« profrrences; but 
she must have I n > n tii 
her power 
lay in resistance, ia r ^ v 'ng some- 
thing to herself, in drawing the line 
somewhere. All women, more or less, 
know that little, and it is preposter 
ous to believe that this self-poised, 
aspiring woman—the mother of many 
children and with passions quite as 
lukewarm as belong to her «ondition 
and her 
class—would give herself 
completely away, her hold upon her 
lover included, and in all these years 
show no sign of it in her manners and 
her aspect to the rest of the world.

Conkling is a selfish, hard man, 
careless about wounding the feelings 
of anybody. 
I do not believe that he 
has a sincere friend in the world. The 
parasites who get office from him, or 
the expectation of it, have, of course, 
that interest the "^creature always has 
in the creator; but almost everybody 
is uneasy in his company. 
H e spends 
his time among his lickspittles.

people go to see him, except the chief 
ganger, the revenue assessor, the col- 
lector and the postmaster.

He was the perfect master of the 
greatest cotton manufacturing busi- 
ness in this country. 
He knew the 
largest and the leapt details of that 
business, from buying cotton in enor- 
mous quantities and handling the 
finances of his huge concern, down to 
the smallest matter of design and col- 
oring, and getting the stock on the 
market. 
Mr. Conkling has never pro- 
duced anything except a lot of rhet- 
oric and fusilade, and, although al- 
ways declared to be on the eve of the 
greatest effort of his life, he does not 
appear to have made it until now, 
when he has shown the inside of his 
character to the American people with 
all the vengeance of his nature. 


Sprague was also a soldier, and a 
good one, while Mr. Conkling spent 
more than four years of the war prac- 
ticing with boxing-gloves at an imag- 
inary stuffed enemy in his law office 
at lìtica.

ber her in her halcyon days as a wo- 
man of surpassing personal beauty. In 
due time the husband suddenly at- 
tained notoriety by being appointed 
to a federal post of high preferment 
in the city of N«w York.

were knowing of Senator Conkling's 
little indiscretion accounted for the 
husband's elevation in a way not com-

limentary to that person. 
He held 
is place, however, and always had 
the senior senator of New York as his 
guardian angel. The husband's friends 
always, asserted that he was ignorant 
of the rumors associating the name of 
his wife with that of Senator Conk 
ling. 
Once he learned of it, he ^ v e 
way to melancholy, and some time 
ago died by his own hand.

§le believe that domestic troubles 
rove him to suicide. 
As the story 
goes, the lady was wont to make assig- 
nations with the senator at way sta- 
tions along the lines of the railroad 
running in and out of Utica, and con- 
tiguous to both their homes. 
One day 
in the summer of 1873,Bichfieldsprings, 
a charming summer resort about thirty 
miles from Utica, was chosen as a try- 
sting place. 
An obscure hotel was 
selected as the place of meeting, both 
parties being desirous of shunning the 
greater hostelries of the village. 
A 
gentleman in Syracuse of high social 
position relates to 
the Times corre- 
spondent the scene which was enacted, 
once the loving pair were safely en- 
sconced in their bower of bliss, he 
having been present at the time. The 
worthy boniface of the humble inn 
had no idea of the dignitary he was 
harboring under his roof, the senator 
having registered a fictitious name 
with the aflSx "and lady." 
Shortly 
after a carriage was driven up to the 
door of the hotel and from it alighted 
a man who was laboring under great 
excitement. 
He addressed the land- 
lord and demanded that Senator Conk- 
ling's room be pointed out to him. 
The astonished host replied that no 
such man was his guest, and addéü 
that he would be only too glad if he 
was. The irate husband, for such he 
was, insisted thât Conkling was at the 
house, but the landlord's honest pro- 
testations finally appeased the hus- 
band's wrath, to such an extent that 
the latter agreed to wait while the 
landlord sought the apartment of his 
last arrival to inquire his name. 
This 
much the husband demanded, when 
he learned that a recently arrived 
couple were occupying a room up- 
stairs. 
Mine host proceeded to the 
apartment, upon the door of which 
he gently tapped. 
The senator re- 
sponded by opening the door part 
way and asking what was the trouble. 
The landlord explained the situation. 
Senator Conkling was thereupon great^ 
ly excited and l^ged^the landlord to 
get thé man out of the house. 
He 
acknowledged his identity, but warn- 
ed the landlord that nothing short of 
murder would ensue should the fact 
become known. 
The now thoroughly 
frightened boniface went down stairs 
and by dint of argument and false 
hood convinced the husband that he 
was on the wrong track. 
This is the 
story as it is told. The affair was pub-

SPRAOnS TELLS HIS STORY. 
[Boston Globe.] 
Senator Sprague has been in consul- 
tation with his lawyers, and abwlutely 
declines to make a statement for pub- 
lication "directiy," but aa intimate 
friend relates the substance of what 
bccuri:ed between Mrs. Sprague and 
Senator Conkling on Friday, August 
8th„a8 the story came from the -lips 
of Mr. Sprague himself. 
Its publica- 
tion would not be permitted ev»n 
now, but for the letter 
of 
Mrs. 
Sprague. 


Gov. Sprague's version of the affair 
i& as follows;, He had been down in 
Miiine on a business trip, expectin^^ 
be^baent until Saturday night, 
^ e 
finished his business before be expect- 
ed to and- returned'late Thui^iiy 
night, but did not see Mrs. Sprague, 
although he knew she was present in 
the house. 
On Friday morning he 
learned for the first time, and down at 
the pier, that Conkling was up at his 
house and had been there a day or 
two. 
Hie governor was mad beyond 
measure, and the cause of his anger, 
he said to his friend, was the intimate 
relations between Senator Conkling 
and his wife, which had long been 
highly obnoxious to him. 
The exis- 
tence of these relations was no secret 
to him. 
He had seen the scandal 
growing and 
becoming more and 
more public, and he spoke bitterly of 
the conduct of Senator Conkling to- 
ward his wife at Washington. Bitter 
words had often passed between his 
wife and himself because of that inti- 
macy. 
She was fully aware how 
obnoxious to him was that intimacy 
and what were his feelings toward 
Senator Conkling. 
But, in spite of 
this, said Mr. Spri«ue, in spite of all 
the scandal and the violence of his 
feelings, that she should invite Sena 
tor Conkling to be a guest at his house 
during his absence, and that Conkling 
should have the brazen effrontery to 
come there 
at all, 
incensed him 
beyond all measure. 
As he expressed 
it. Senator Conkling was trying to do 
for his home in Rhode Island what he 
had already done for his home in 
Washington, and he had determined 
to put an end to it at once and for- 
ever. 


With this deliberate intention he 
hurried back to Canonchet as s ^ n as 
he heard Conkling was there. '^Near 
the house he met Linck, the GSerman 
E 
rofessor, but he declared positively 
e had no row with him ana had no 
intention of shooting him. 
He d^d 
not even have his gun with him at 
the time. 
He did not order Linck to 
leave the house, and was opposed to 
his being there, not, however, because 
he had anything against the man him- 
self, but Mcause he could not afford 
to have such an attachment to his es- 
tablishment, and he felt that the dis- 
play of such extravagance at Canon- 
chet was injuring him in his efforts to 
save the wreck of his vast property in- 
terests and to get en his f ^ t again fi- 
nancially. 
But he hardly gave Linck 
a thought. 
Probably he did speak 
angrily, he said, for he was very angry 
but his indignation was against Conk- 
ling and not against Linck. 


He found Conkling in the house 
alone, and ordered him out on the in- 
stant. 
Conkling refused to go. 
A 
few high words ensued, and then he 
(Sprague) went up staris to get his 
shot-gun. 
He found that he had no 
percussion caps for his weapon, and 
went off to the village to get some. As 
soon as he could procure them he hur- 
ried back, and Conklingwas still there. 
He again ordered him to leave, and 
Conkling refused to go and tried to 
mollify Sprague and excuse himself 
from leaving 
so suddenly on the 
ground that he had no carriage for 
himself or his baggage, which was not 
even packed. Thereupon Mr. Sprague 
drew out his watch and told Conkling 
that he would give him thirty seconds 
to get out, and that if he was not out 
by that time he (Sprague) would blow 
his brains out. 


At that moment a carnage appear- 
ed in sight, which had evidently Ibeen 
sent for while Senator Sprague was 
absent in his search for the caps. 
At 
any rate Conklins got into it 
im- 
mediately, 
ana 
drjve 
away, 
leaving his 
baggage 
behind himl 
What happened 
afterward in the 
house is not related, 
except that 
Conkling's luggage was hustled out 
of the house at short notice. 
Not 
satisfied that Conkling would quit 
hanging around the place, and deter- 
mined to mako him fully understand 
that he (Sprague) was in earnest, and 
that it was not a mere passing fit of 
ra^e, the governor, as soon as he had 
said his say at the house and had 
ordered Conkling's luggage out, jump- 
ed into his own wagon and drove oflf 
toward the pier to find Conkling, and 
he carried his. gun with him. 
He 
found Conkling pacing up and down 
in front of a oafe. 
Junming from 
his carjrit^e he beckoned Conkling to 
come to him and said curtly : 


"I want you." 
Conkling came, and another scene 
ensued. 
Conkling spoke low and 
mildly, evidently seeking to avoid at- 
tracting attetttion.. ; This onW -en- 
rt^iBd Mr. Sprarae the more. He de- 
nounced Conkling violently, and told 
him plainly that he had hi^ enough 
of his intimaeyi with Mrs. Sprague 
and did not propose to have any more 
óf it. 
The goyeritòr reminded Conk- 
ling that he had brakeo a promise he 
once made in Wa^ngton to ^ive up 
his acquaintance with Mrs. J^rague. 


Finally the governor cut Conkling 
short in an attempted reply by asking 
him abruptly if hewa^ armed.

Charcoal, pulverized and 
mixed 
with water, is now highly recommend- 
ed as an agent for relieving cattle suf- 
fering from any derangement of the 
stomach, such as bloat or hoven, ete. 
This should be remembered.

no doubt of its efScacy, if abundance 
of concurrent testimony can be relied 
upon. 


A correspondent of the 
Indiana 
Farmer^ poured, one evening last fall, 
lime water on the heads of a nice lot 
of cabbages, and the next morning 
the worms that bad infested them 
were lying dead all over the patch. 
A writer m the Southern Home accom- 
plished the same result by applying, 
in the morning when the dew was on, 
a. mixture of one-third 
airslacked 
lime and two-thirds unleached ashes. 


In selecting an animal for breeding' 
or fattening, obtain one having a 
large chest—the part containing thé 
lungs, heart and 
the larger blood 
vessels, all of which have an impor- 
tant function to perform in the pro- 
cess of nutrition. 
It is well known 
among cattle men that animals with 
small chests do not fatten readily, and 
they are remarkably susceptible to 
the influence of exciting causes of dis- 
ease. 


Ground intended for a crop of win- 
ter wheat should be plowed as soon as 
possible, be it oat, wheat stubble or 
meadow. 
The plow should not run 
over four inches deep, and the soil 
should be left in a rough state until 
germinating 
weed-seed 
makes 
it 
necessary to harrow it. 
The oftener 
the ground is harrowed and the closer 
the soil is packed, the more certain is 
there to be a good crop. 
We would 
ui^e this upon all those who intend to 
grow a crop of this cereal next year. 


A plan, says the Scientific Farmer, 
for improving the aroma of butter, in 
use in many partsof Switzerland noted 
for good milk and fine butter, is as 
follows: 
The milk, as soon as it is 
drawn, and while yet warm, is filtered 
through a sprig of washed fir tips, the 
stem of which is inserted loosely and 
upright in the hole of the funnel. 
The milk deposits hairs, skins, clots of 
: gelatinous sliminess on the leaves. 
It 
ias imparted to it a most agreeable 
odor and does not readily turn sour. 
A fresh sprig should be used each 
time. 


A gentleman who has had some ex- 
mriencein onion raising, writes to the 
^aine Farmer that he leveled off" a 
spot twenty feet square, where a cow 
had been yarded, and spread on it a 
bushel or more of wood ashes, and 
mixed them in with a hoe and rake 
He planted in rows, ten inches apart, 
and in hills one-half that distance, 


E 
ressing it hard with aboard on which 
e stood. 
When the onions came up, 
he gave them a supply of water that 
had been made tepid from standing in 
the sun, and that was well saturated 
with new manure. 
The result was 
twenty bushels of fine onions, and no 
bugs or worms. 
Onions should be 
planted early. 


The benefits of green manuring, 
with buckwheat and rye, for wheat, 
are well shown by a correspondent of 
the Ohio Farmer. 
The field had been 
in corn for fourteen years and was 
completely exhausted. It was plowed, 
sown to buckwheat, which was plowed 
under when in flower, then sown to 
winter rye, which was plowed under 
the following spring, and the land 
planted to com. 
The yield of corn 
waa very good. Three years after a 
portion of the land was sown to buck- 
Wheat the last of July, turned under 
^ptember 20tJi, and sown to winter 
wheat, the crop the next season being 
^irty-three bushels per acre. On land 
^joiaing, that had not received a 
of buckwheat, the yield of 
what was only fifteen bushels per acre.

Séveral new cotton mills are in pro- 
cess of construction at Lowell, Mass., 
among them one 365x75 feet, six sto- 
ries high, running about 50,000 spin- 
dles, and employing 400 or 500 oper- 
atives. 


Forty-three TCrcent of the spinning 
machinery in Fall River, is in opera- 
tion. 
Several mills have 
erected 
cheap boarding houses in the mill 
yards, and new comers are kept en- 
tirely free from strikers. 


Shaft No. 1, of the Penn Gas Coal 
Company, near Irwin Station, Pa., is 
in full blast, employing about 180 
miners. About 150 miners are now at 
work in shaft No. 2 of the Penn Gas 
CJoal Company, Westmoifland county. 
Pa. 


The Kansas City Air Line C!ompany 
has filed articles of incorporation in 
Illinois for a railroad from a point on 
the Indianapolis, Decatur and Spring- 
field road near Decatur westward to 
Boodhonse on the Chicago aftd Alton, 
distance eighty-two miles. 


The Keystone Bridge Works are 
running night and day, and employ- 
ing about 300 hands.

Humbug. 


A "Sentinel" Reporter Interviews 


It* Recent Agent. 


In yesterday's issue: was inserted a 


short sketch concerning the United 
States Dower Association in which 
they were set forth as a swindle. An 
interview with G. L. Bittinger, the 
agent at this place, fully confirms the 
statement made yesterday. 
The ex- 


perience of Mr; Bittinger is substan- 
tially as follows: 
Some time last 


March, baying previously heard of 
the 
association, he wrote to the 


agent at Indianapolis, A. W. Pratber, 
for an agency. 


Shortly after Mr. Prather visited this 


city and, Mr. Bittinger being out of 
the city, he accidentally formed the 
acquaintance of Mayor Zollinger with 
whom he perfected arrangements and 
made him the authorized agent. Up- 
on the return, of Mr. Bittinger he 
learned of flic visit of Mr. Prather 
and told Col. Zollinger of his interest 
in the matter whereupon they at once 
entered into an agreement to share 
the profits of the concern. 


Mr. Bittinger was to manage the 


entire business. Tbe plan of opera- 
tions of this association was most gen- 
erally as follows: 
A person desiring 


a loan would make application giving 
lis security, aiid accompanying tlic 
application he would .srnil $22.50, 
which, it' liis security :ind everything 
else was .sutisfiictory, would entitle 
him to a certificate of u nominal loan 
:»f §1,000 for twenty years. A nomi- 
nal loan, that is he would give his note 
and, 
security for $1,1)00, upon which 


IB would realize an actual loan of $800. 
The balance was a sinking fund. This 
;ertificate, however, would not call 
'or the loan before one year^from date. 
The reader may,ask what special in-, 
ducement was offered. The induce 
ment was that these certificates drew 
nterest at the rate *of eight percent 
per 
year, compounded 
each' year 


and purchasing a certificate did not 
compel the party to take out a loan. It" 
vaa simply a good investment of 
S22.50 at eight percent compound in- 
terest, aud was a scheme that would 
catch a good financier. One person 
could take out as many of these cer- 
ificates as he chose. 


Mr. Bittinger received, during hia 


administration, in the neighborhood 
of forty applications, and in each case 
told the applicant that he wasn't quite 
ready to sell the certificates, and 
would not receive money on them, 
as he was not exactly satisfied with 
;he company's mode of doingbusiness.

iKgent at this place, fully confirms the 
statement made yesterday. 
The . ex- 
perience of Mr; Bittinger is substan.- 
tially as follows: 
Some time last 
March, having previously heard of 
the 
association, he wrote to the 
agent at Indianapolis, A. W. Prather, 
for an agency. 


Shortlyafter Mr. Prather visited this 
city and, Mr. Bittinger being out of 
the city, he accidentally formed the 
acquaintance of Máyor ^Ilinger with 
whom he perfected arrangements and 
made him the authorized agent. Up- 
on the return of Mr. Bittinger he 
learned of the visit of Mr. Prather 
and toid Col. Zollinger of his interest 
in the matter whereupon they at once 
entered into an agreement to share 
the profits of the concern. 


Mr. Bittinger was to manage the 
entire businei«». The plan of opera- 
tions of this association was most gen- 
erally as followa: A person desiring 
a loan would make application giviqg 
his security, aiid accompanying; tbe 
application' he would .send $22.50, 
which, if iiis security and ev^?rything 
else was sutisfaetory, would 
entitle 
hiin to a certificate of u nominal loan 
of $i,000 for twenty years. A nomi- 
nal loan, that is he would give biisnote 
and security for $1,000, upon which 
he would realise an actual loan of $800. 
The balance was a sinking fund. This 
certificate, however, would not call 
for the loan before one year from date. 
The reader may ask what special in- 
ducement was offered. The induce 
ment was that these certificates drew 
interest at the rate *of eight percent 
per 
year, compounded 
each 
year 
and purchasing a certificaie did not 
cnmpel the party to take out a loan. It 
was simply a good investment of 
$22.50 at eight percent compound in- 
terest, and was a scheme that would 
catch a good 
financier. 
One person 
could take out as many of these cer- 
tificates as he chose. 


Mr. Bittinger received, during his 
administration, in the neighborhood 
of forty applications, and in each case 
told the applicant that he wasn't quite 
ready to sell the certificates, and 
would not receive money on them, 
as he was not exactly satisfied with 
the company's mode of doing business.

the information received from them 
was perfectly satisfactory.

their 
customers.
